rights and privileges, and at the 
same time because he had been so 
misquoted by those who were glad 
|c to do him an unjustice. 
In regard to the draft Mr. Calla­ 
way urged the people to scrupu­ 
lously obey the law and to refrain 
from plotting to resist it, and that 
their only recourse was in the re­ 
peal of the law, which could only 
be done by electing representa­ 
tives that oppose the law. 
Mr. Callaway charged that those 
representatives in congress that 
voted for the draft law did not 
represent the sentiment of their 
constituents and said that when 
these congressmen began to hear 
from the real sentiment at home 
they would turn political somer­ 
saults and get away from their po­ 
sition. 
Mr. Callaway concluded his 
speech with a history of the facts 
leading up to the present war and 
said that though there were skilled 
stenographers present they would 
not put in the daily papers what 
he said in his speech.
